NOTE SENT TO CUBA, VIA THE CZECHS, ON SURVEILLANCE FLIGHTS 


The Secretary of State presents his compliments to the 
Charge d’Affaires ad interim of the Czechoslovak Socialist 
Republic in charge of diplomatic and consular representation 
for Cuba in the United States and requests him to inform the 
Government of Cuba that the Government of the United States has 
taken note of the statements contained in the note of 
the Government of Cuba of June 24, 1963, that Cuban gunners 
have orders to fire at any foreign war plane that makes low- 
altitude flights over Cuban territory; and that the Government of 
Cuba is stepping up its def2nse preparations in order to 
be ready to intercept and shoot dowen any war plane that 
violates Cuban air space at any altitude. 

The Government of the United States wishes again to call 
the fillegible] of the Government of Cuba to the well-known 
publicly expressed position of the Government of the United 
States on this question. The position of the Government of the 


United States on this matter has not changed.
